Looking back on the interview I 
can only

Himmler was singularly ugly. Her 
greying dirty blonde hair was twist- 
ed into one huge knot on the back 
of her head. Her hard face, minus 
makeup is seared by a long scar 
running from the left cheekbone to 
the left upper lip. 


Her mouth was wide and large 


and when she smiled you could see 
glistening gold teeth in each cor- 
ner. She said that she had marled 
Heinrich on July 3, 1928 when he 
was already a veteran member of 
the Nazi party. 


She freely admitted that she, to, 
was a Nazi. 
The last time Frau Himmler saw 
her husband was in Munich in No- 
vember, 1944, and she said he was 
in high spirits and not at all de- 
pressed. He believed that Germany 
would, lose the current war but she 
added, "He knew the war then 
would not be at an end. The war 
will go on. America and England 
never will be able to work 
with 
Russia and that war will go on." 
Frau Himmler spoke coldly, emo- 
tionlessly, and it was apparent that 
she watched carefully for the ef- 
fect of her words. She spoke 
a 
great 'deal of English but some- 
times parried for time by waiting 
for the translator to give her the 
German version of our questions. 
Asked if Himmler had hoped to 
succeed Hitler, Frau Himmler re- 
plied, "No, he did not, but Goering 
did."

sentences, 97 for furlough, 17 for 
pardons and 20 for out-of-state pa- 
role officials.
